part of Canada are not accorded those po- 
litical rights to which, as Canadians, we are 
entitied. If this were not clear before, a 
comparison between the terms which have 
been offered by the Canadian government to 
induce the annexation of Jamaica, and the 
terms under which the North-West is includ- 
ed in confederation would wake it eo. But 
first a comparison should be made as to the 
present and prospective importance of the 
two countries. The North-West has an area 
of 2,600,000 square miles, of which half a 
million acres at least ie agricultural land, 
and much of the great remainder is valuable 
for timber and minerals, Jamaica has an 
area of 6,000 square miles, all told. Of the 
immense area of the North-West every acre 
is owned or claimed by the Canadian gov- 
ernment since possession was taken. In Ja- 
maica all the land is in the hands of private 
individuals. The population of Jamuica is 
580,000, but of these less than 150,000 are 
whites, while the remaining seventy-five per 
cent of negros and coloured people have the 
same political rights. The white population 
of the North-West is nearly 150,000, while 
the Indian population is not large, and can 
never bea disturbing influence in politics. 
The white population of Jamaica have never 
been accustomed to a form of government 
such as obtains in the Canadian provinces. 
The people of the North-West are mostly 
immigrants from other provinces of Canada, 
and, therefore, are well fitted by experience 
to exercise all the rights of free citizens. 
Jamaica is situated thousands of miles away 
from any port of Canada as it is at present, 
while the North-West is situated in the heart 
of the country, with organized provinces on 
both its sides. 

The Canadian government offers, in con- 
sideration of Jamaica giving up its ‘ customs 
and excise duties and all other duties except 
such a» might be specially reserved,” to de- 
fray the salary of the lieuteuant-governor, 
the judicial and customs establishments, the 
postal, telegraph, penitentiary and mail 
services, and make provision for militia, 
lighthouses, buoys, quarantine and marine 
hospitals. The Canadian goverument takes 
charge of the North-West customs and excise, 
and defrays for the North-West, after 1 
fashion, charges such as are agreed to be 
defrayed for Jamaica. But whereas this 
service is to be pertormed for Jamaica as an 
inducement to the giving up of its revenues, 
the North-West is repeatedly given to under. 
stand that these services are performed with- 
in ite limits entirely as matters of favor, that, 
in fact, by these services being performed by 
the federal government, the North-West is 
being spoon fed. And further, while the 
Canadian government draws all the North- 
West revenues which, in the case of Jamaica, 
are considered remuneration for the services 
rendered, it draws upwards and sometimes 
overone million dollars annually from the 
sale of North-West land, a source of revenue 
which Jamaica, in all probability could not, 
and, for a certainty would not, furnish, Be 
sides the services above stated to be support 
ed by the Canadian government, Jamaica 
would receive, towards the support of its 
leyislature, a fixed sum per annum, asin the 
case of British Columbia, which receives 
$35,000, and a further sum of 80 cents per 
head on the population payable half-yearly 
in advance. The North-West is supposed to 
receive anywhere from twenty-five to thirty- 
tive thousand dollars a year towards the 
support of a legislature, but so far from its 
being paid half yearly inadvance the amount 
voted has never yet been paid in full, and 
the small portion that is paid is not 
under the control of the North- 
West, but is expended at the option 
of the licutenant-governor—a sort of pocket

The North-West had no 
debt whatever on annexation with Canada, 
and yet no payment of interest on the 


government. The people send no members 
to the Canadian senate or house of com- 
mons, but are subject to any legislative 
vagary of these bodies without being in a 
| 


| bers to the Canadian Senate and House of 
,Commens. It will make its own special iaws 
and be subject to the general legislation of 
| Canada. The North-West has no legislature 
of iteown. It has a sort of legislature, but 
it is not under the control of the people of 
the North-West, but of appcintees of the Ca- 
nadian government, and although it may 
pass local laws within certain narrow limits, 


| even these may be annulled by the Canadian 


position to even express an authoritative 
opinion for or against it. 

The proposed basis of the proposed annex. 
ation concludes by saying that ‘‘ There is no 
doubt that a tropical province would give 
completeness to the Dominion by the addi- 
tion of fresh population and different kinds 
of resources, and that a free import of sugar 
from Jamaica would lead to the development 
of a vary large industrial enterprise in sugar 
manufacture in Canada.” If a tropical 
province, situated further from the capite] 
than England, is necessary to give complete- 
ness to the confederation, and it is also neces- 
sary that its practically foreign and chiefly 
negro population should receive all 
the political rights of the most favored 
provinces, how much more necessary is it 
that the region occupying half of the whole 
area of the country, and more than three 
fourths of its agricultural area, situated in 
its centre, and with a resident native popu- 
lation should be accorded at least equal rights 
with those offered to negroes and absentec 
landlords of Jamaica. Confederation would 
be less complete without the North-West 
than without Jamaica, the people are surels 
as fit to be trusted with their own money, 
and their own local government aga nation vf 
blacks, they are surely as much entitied 
to say at Ottwwa how they and the rest of 
Canada shall be governed as these same 
blacks ; and yet our Canadian leyislators, 
not only do not offer the same rights to the 
North-West as to Jamaica, but refuse to con- 
sider that the former or its people have any 
political rights whatever.

A social on the occasion of the induction 
of Rev. Mr. Baird as pastor of the Presby teri- 
an congregation of this place, was held in 
the church on Monday evening. The atten- 
dance was large, the building being well 
filled. Two tabies were placea alvug the side of 
the church and ioaded down with ood things 
in the way of eatables by the ladies. The clear- 
ing of these tables was the first of the 
programme, and was entered into with teat 
enthusiasm by all present. After this = 
tion of the exercises was concluded the tables 
were removed and replaced by seats, and 
Rev. Messrs. Robertson, Gordon, Baird and 
Campbell took their places upon the platform. 
Rev. Mr. Baird acted as chairman. Kev. 
Mr. Gordon opened the second part of the 
proceedings with prayer, 

The chairmun said’ that Rev. Messrs. New- 
ton and Grandin had been ins ited to deliver 
addresses but were unable to attend, 


Rev. Mr. Campbell was the firet speaker. 
He took fo 


r the cext of his speech the mottovs 
Be ambitious, Be quiet, Mind your own busi- 
ness, and drew from these advice suited to 
many different portions o1 society, He advis- 
ed all to be ambitious, or to study, to be 
quict, and to mind their own business. The 
ambition to rise higher was laudable. To be 
pda wf contented With one’s lot, whatever 
t might be, was not good. Bishop Burpee 
once said of a low class of those uuder his 
spiritual control, “This wretched content: 
ment is the destruction of my people.” Our 
aubition should not make us discontented 
with our present lot, but should induce us to 
attain something higher. To children he 
said especially be anivitivus as to education 
and, aboveall, as to character. The speaker 
aliuded to his work at Edmonton during the 
past five months, and said that he was now 
about to leave tor a time, perhaps to come 
back again—(applause)—and perhaps not. 
He could not tell what was in store for the 
future, but for the present he proposed to re- 
turn to college to complete his course—to 
study, to b: quiet, to mind his own business. 
Mr. Geo. A. Blake sang ‘* Good-bye, sweet 
heart, good-bye,” accoly panied on the organ 
by Mra. J. A. MeDougail, . 
The chairman introduced Rev. Mr. Robert- 
Son a8 his old and tried fricud, with the re- 
mark that his yearly visit was a reminder 
that although so distant frou the Presbyteries 
and assemblies the blood of the church uni- 
Versul pulgated through this congregation. 


Rev. Mr. Robertson said that although he 
had visited Edmonton fast year and this, 
now that he and Mr. Gordon’ had picketed 
the chairman here, ne might not visit it so 
frequently. He spoke in most complimen- 
tary terms of Rev, Mr. Baird and congratu- 
lated both pastor and people on the event of 
the day before. He sketched briefly the 
work done by Mr. Baird since his arriy al,and 
expressed the belief that it would grow and 
prosper under his care. Hewent on to speak 
of the natural advantages of the country at 
Edmonton and further north. He had heard 
that funds were to be expended in opening 
Peace River. He advised Edmonton people 
to assist in the settling of that country, for if 
it became known that the country further 
north than they were was settled, people 
elsewhere would begin to iook upon: Edmon- 
ton as being far south, The soil at Kdmon- 
tou was unsurpassed in fertility, aud im com- 
ing north he could not help but be struck 
with the increased growth of vegetation this 
side of the Lone Pine. He advised the people 
to pursue a mixad system of farming if they 
desired to attain success. He had no doubt 
that before many years population would 
come in that would build up both town and 
country to the extent hoped for by every one. 
It was the ambition of everyone to live ina 
prosperous and progressive country, and 80 
if & person was a member of a society it was 
his desire that the society or congregation 
should be prosperous and progreasive. Jn 
order to secure the success of a society there 
must be co-operation, not baulking. Ditfi- 
culties, of course, would always arise, but 
they should be got rid of at once. Everyone 
was not all thathe ought to be. But if a man 
is mean and youare generous, you can be 
generous enough toforgive his meanness. He 
was afraid there was something in the atmos - 
phere of the North-West that made people 
quarrelyomme. There were more quarrels to 
the acre here than any where elae in 
the world. The most dificult quarrei to de- 
cide was when it Was about nothing. A min- 
ister was supposed to visit and preach, but he 
could not do everything connected 
with church work, the people must help. If 
the weakest could do nothing more it would 
be a help to rouse some late sleeper, so that 
he might be in time for church. But to be 
truly successful it was necessary, above all, 
that a congregation should be a praying con- 
greyation. A church wasfor the purpose of 
enltivating piety. It was nota literary, or 
metaphysical, or scientific society, but was a 
society instituted jor the purpose of leading 
men to Jesus Christ.

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HOMESTEAD RIGHTS. 


Now that the land office is open for home- 
stead entries the following sections trom the 
lands act of 1583, with amendments of 18s4, 
may be of interest. 

27. Any person, male or female,who is the 
sole head of afamiiv., or any male who has 
attained the aye of eighteen years, shall, on 
making application in the form A in the 
schedule to this Act, be entit ed to obtain 
hemestead entry for any quantity of land not 
exceeding one Quarter section, and being of 
the class of land open, under the provisions 
of the act, to homestead entry; 

8. Such perso shall also, in connection 
with such homestead entry, be entitled to | 
the privilege of obtaining atthe same time, | 
but not at a later date, a pre-emption entry 
foran adjoining unoccupied quarter section 
or part of a quarter section of land of the 
said class ; 

8. The entry for a homestead and for its 
attached pre-emption, if any. shall entitle 
the recipient to take, occupy and cultivate 
the land entered for, and hold possession of 
the sine to the exclusion of any other person 
or persons whomsoever, and to bring and 
maintain actions tor trespass committed on 
the said land ; the title to the land shall re- 
main in the Crown until the issue of the 

yatent therefor, and the eaid land shall not 
e liable to be taken in execution betore the 
issue of the patent ; 

4. The privilege of homestead and pre- 
eniption entry shall only apply to sury eyed 
agricultural fends > no person shali be en- 
titled to such entry for land valuable for its 
timber. or for hay land, or for land on 
which there ig a stone or marble quarry, or 
coal or other mineral having a commercial 
value, or whereon there is any water power 
which may serve to drive machinery, or tor 
land which by reason of its position, such ag 
being the shore of an important harbor, 
bridge site or canal site, or being either an 
actual or prospective railway terminus or 
station, it will be in the public interest to 
withhold from such entry. 


28. Whenever the survey of any township 
has been finally confirmed and such town- 
ship opened for homestead entry, any person 
who has bona fide settled and made improve- 
ments before such contirmed survey on land 
in such township, shall have a prior right to 
obtain homestead entry for the land soset- 
tled on, provided such right be exercised 
Within three months after the land is open 
for settlement ; and provided that such land 
has not been reserved or the right to home- 
stead entry is not excepted under the pro- 
Visions of this act. No homestead entry 
shall be yranted to any other person in. re- 
spect of such land until three montha after 
notice in writing shall have been given by the 
local agent to such bona fide settler that such 
land is Open for settlement, 

20. To obtain homestead entry it shall be 
necessary for the person applying theretor to 
appear and make athdavit betore the local 
asent according to form B, C, D, or E, in the 
schedule of this act, as the circumstances of 
the case require, Upon tiling: such attiday it 
with the local avent, and on payment to him 
of an odice fee of ten dollars, such Person 
shall receive a receipt from the local agent 
according to the form F in the schedule to 
this act ; and such receipt shall bea Certiti- 
cate of entry, and shall be authority to the 
person obtaining it, to go into possession of 
the land described in it ; 

2. Ifa person obtaining hemestead entry 
applies for and obtains at the same time a 
pre-cinpiion entry, he shall pay to the local 
agent a turther office fee of ten dollars, and

INDUCTION SERVICES. 

Rev. D. M. Gordon, of Knox church, Win- | 
nipey, preached in the Presbyterion church 
here, on Monday last, from the text, ‘ But 
We have this treasure in earthen vessels that 
the excellence of the power may be of God 
and not of ws.” (IL. Corinthians, chapter V., 
verse 6th.) Inamostable sermon the rev. 
kevtieman showed how, when weak men-- 
earthen vess is—were employed to carry the 
treasures of God —the light of truth and water 
of liie—to the world the quality of tle vessel — 
the sbilities of the man —were not to be con: | 
tidered, asthe value lay not in the vessel 
but in the treasure which it contained, That 
even when vessels of great value—men of 

reat abilities such as Moxes and Elijah and 

avid and Paul —were employed, they were 
first made to know this truth, that they were 
only vessels of common clay, and when they 
bad realized this then their usefulness began 
When they had learned to give themselves 
up entirely te the will of God then God made 
use of them. God did not require the pa- 
tronage of any one, no matter how high hls 
position or yreat his abilities. God's treasures 
could be conveyed in the humblest vessel 
and still lose none of their value. No matter 
how great the value of the vessel the nature 
of the treasure was incomparably greater. 
No matter how great the man the mission 
Was incomparably greater. 

At the close of the sermon the ceremony of 
the induction of Rev. Mr. Baird into the pas: 
toral charge of the Edmonton congregation 
touk place. The necessary questions were 
asked by Rev. Mr. Robertson, to which Mr. 
Baird replied in the affirmative. He was 
then declared by Mr. Robertson to be the 
pastor of the congregation. 

Rev. Mr. Gordon delivered a short address 
Oo the newly inducted pastor. Speaking 
from the words, ‘* For we speak that we do 
know and testify that we have seen,” he 
drew attention to the great necessity of per- 
sonal religious experience in those who pre- 
sumed to teach religion. It was quite pos- 
sible to treat ably of religious subjects with- 
out having anv experience of religion, One 
of the greatest painters of the age, Dore, 
though an unbeliever, made bible scenes a 
special study. There were literary beauties 
in the bible which could be seen by every 
one, but a minister as well as having a know- 
ledge and appreciation of the bible as a book, 
which alone could never save souls, must 
have in his heart the fire of the love of God 
in order to kindle a like flaine in the hearts 
of others, 

Rey. Mr. Robertson addressed the congre- 
gation on their duties to their new pastor 
He read from the call signed by the congrega- 
tion the different promises niande by then, 
and explained theirfull meaning. Healluded 
to the fact that—different from most church- 
es, Where ministers are appointed wi hout the 
consent of the conyregation—they, of their 
own ace rd, had asked Mr Baird to be placed 
overthem. He compared this connection 
between pastor and people to tae marriage 
relation, and said he frequently thought it 
would be a good plan for married couples to 
read over at least once a year, or perhaps 
ofiener, what they had promised each other 
inthe marriage ceremony, The congregation 
had promised support, encouragement and 
submission, They had done well already in 
the support of their missionary and, no 
doubt, would do equally as well in the sup- 
por of their minister. The Manitoba Pros- 

tery would still assist them if required, 
They should encourage their pastor by regu. | 
lar attendance at *hurch, by appreciation of 
his labors, and by assistance in all churel 
work, The pastor could not do everything, 
and assistance was the best encouragement, 
When they were guilty of faults and were re- | 
inded of it by the pastor it was their duty | 
to submit to the reproof and to act 
differently in the future. To be success 
fulin the work for which they were united 
und organized asa church, pastor and people 
Must set together. The pastor is the cap 
tain, he cannot do all the fighting, but it is) 
best done under baa direction,

46 Victoria, 
chapter 17, enacts as follows: It any person 
knowingly and wilfully pulls down, defaves, 
alters or renjoves any mound, post or monu- 
nent, erectyd, planted or placed in any ori- 
winal survey under the provisions of this aet, 
or under thy authority of any order in coun. 
cil, such person shall be deemed guilty of 
felony ang shal! be punishable according y : 
and if any person knowingly and wiltully de- 
faces, alee §, or removes any other mound or 
Jand-mark, post or monument placed by any 
Dominion Lands Surveyor to mark any limit, 
boundary Gr angle at any township, section, 
or other lewal sub-division, lot, or parcel of 
land in Manitoba or the North-West Terri- 
tories, such person shall be deemed yuilty of 
a misdemegnor, and being convicted thereot 
betore any competent court, shall be liable 
to be punighed by fine or imprisonment or 
both, at the discretion of such court—such 
fine not to exceed one hundred dollars, and 
such 1MPrisonment not to be fora longer 
period thay, three months, without any pre- 
judice to any civil remedy which any party 
may have Against such offender or offenders 
for damagys occasioned by reason of such 
offence.
